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Air  Force  Recon  Squad 
Relocating  from  France 


The  United  States  is  relocating  six  Air  Force  recon- 
naissance squadrons  from  France  as  a result  of  French 
actions  which  force  the  removal  of  U.S.  air  and  ground 
forces  from  that  country. 

Three  of  the  six  squadrons  now  in  France  will  be 
moved  to  bases  in  the  United  Kingdom.  A fourth 
squadron  will  be  inactivated  as  previously  scheduled. 
The  other  two  squadrons  will  return  to  the  United 
States,  with  provisions  for  dual-basing  in  the  U.S. 
and  Germany. 

The  relocations  are  scheduled  for  completion  by  Octo- 
ber of  this  year.  Approximately  4,400  personnel  are 
involved. 

Defense  Department  officials  said,  “The  net  result 
of  the  relocation  from  France  is  that  the  U.S.  will 
meet  its  commitment  of  eight  reconnaissance  squad- 
rons to  NATO,  with  six  based  in  Europe  and  two 
home-based  in  the  United  States  with  alternate  facili- 
ties in  Europe.” 

Officials  noted  the  actions  are  being  taken  in  con- 
sultation with  governments  of  United  Kingdom,  Ger- 
many and  other  NATO  nations. 


President  Terms  Bond  Drive 
'Remarkable  Achievement' 

The  response  by  Federal  employees  in  pledging  to 
purchase  Savings  Bonds  “is  a remarkable  achieve- 
ment,” President  Johnson  said  following  the  two-month 
campaign  that  ended  June  30. 

The  President  made  the  remark  at  the  White  House 
unveiling  ceremony  July  28  for  the  Savings  Bonds 
Servicemen  Stamp,  an  idea  shared  by  a group  of  jun- 
ior high  school  students  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa. 

“Since  the  increase  in  the  interest  rate  on  Savings 
Bonds  last  February,”  the  President  said,  “the  total 
bend  pledges  have  already  increased  more  than  11 
percent.” 

The  President  made  reference  to  17  Departments  and 
Agencies  that  had  pledged  up  to  90  percent  or  better 
— qualifying  for  the  Minuteman  Flag.  He  also  said 
29  other  Departments  and  Agencies  signed  up  between 
75  and  89  percent  of  all  their  employees. 


Army  Chaparral  Missile 
Meets  Test  Objectives 

Successful  test  firing  of  Chaparral,  Army’s  newest 
air  defense  guided  missile  system,  has  been  conducted 
at  White  Sands  Missile  Range,  N.  Mex. 

DOD  said  all  test  objectives  were  met  when  the 
supersonic  Chaparral  intercepted  a Firebee  target  mis- 
sile in  a continuing  series  of  development  firings. 

Chaparral  is  one  of  two  weapon  systems  selected  by 
Army  for  arming  new  air  defense  battalions.  These 
battalions  are  being  organized  to  provide  field  com- 
manders with  low  altitude  air  defense  in  forward  areas. 

The  Chaparral  will  be  complemented  in  the  forward 
air  defense  role  by  the  Vulcan  Gun,  the  self-propelled 
Hawk  and  the  Redeye. 

Chaparral’s  self-contained  fire  unit  may  be  aimed  and 
fired  against  hostile  aircraft  while  mounted  on  various 
type  vehicles,  or  while  ground  emplaced.  The  missile 
guides  on  the  target’s  heat  source  after  launch.

TECHNICAL  EVALUATION  OF

FORT  HUACHUCA,  ARIZ.  has  es- 
tablished U.S.  Army  Electronic  War- 
fare School.  First  class  convened 
August  1.  New  school,  commanded 
by  Lt.  Col.  Samuel  J.  Bistany,  will 
train  military  personnel  as  electronic 
warfare  officers,  repairmen  and  oper- 
ators. 

NAVY  EXCHANGE  SALES  during

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Background  for  Commanders 

The  World  Food  Problem* 


The  mounting  world  food  and  population  crisis  is 
second  only  to  maintenance  of  world  peace  in  our 
concerns. 

“Hunger  poisons  the  mind.  It  saps  the  body.  It 
destroys  hope.  It  is  the  natural  enemy  of  every  man 
on  earth.” 

When  President  Johnson  spoke  those  words,  he 
defined  the  meaning  of  the  world  food  crisis  for  the 
United  States.  And  on  this  conclusion  he  based  his 
statement  that  “hunger  is  a world  problem.  It  must 
be  dealt  with  by  the  world.” 

It  resolves  itself  into  four  bleak  facts: 

1.  Substantial  numbers  of  human  beings  are  chron- 
ically undernourished — with  all  that  implies  for  infant 
mortality,  ill-health,  and  economic  stagnation. 

2.  World  population  is  growing  rapidly. 

3.  Per  capita  food  production  in  some  of  the  less 
developed  countries  has  actually  begun  to  decline.  Con- 
sumption per  capita  has  barely  remained  stable  in  some 
of  these  nations  and  has  diminished  in  others.  Some 
countries  have  made  remarkable  progress  in  increasing 
food  production. 

4.  The  reserve  food  production  capacity  of  the  devel- 
oped countries  will  not  indefinitely  fill  the  widening 
gap  between  food  needs  and  food  production  in  the 
less  developed  countries.  It  would  make  neither  political 
nor  economic  sense  for  a few  countries  to  try  to  fill 
that  gap  with  food  aid. 

Projected  to  the  developing  nations,  these  four  facts 
spell  deepening  misery,  political  upheaval,  economic 
reversal,  impaired  world  prosperity,  accentuated  conflict. 

Tasks  To  Be  Accomplished 

To  avert  a calamitous  food-population  crisis: 

• Food  production  in  the  less  developed  nations  must 
be  increased.  This  requires  strong  action  by  the  devel- 
oping countries  and  increased  technical  and  capital 
assistance  from  the  developed  countries. 

• Assistance  must  be  supplied  as  an  urgent  claim 
on  all  the  advanced  countries  until  food  production  in 
the  developing  countries  has  been  increased. 

• There  must  be  increasing  opportunities  for  men 
and  women  consciously  to  decide  the  size  of  their 
families. 

The  United  States  plans  nearly  to  double  in  the 
coming  years  its  1964  level  of  assistance  for  agri- 
culture. We  expect  soon  to  be  investing  more  than 
$500  million  a year  in  financing  fertilizer  imports, 
transferring  modern  farming  techniques  and  equip- 
ment to  the  developing  countries,  constructing  fer- 


tilizer plants,  establishing  more  extension  services, 
cooperatives,  and  credit  facilities,  and  financing  re- 
search for  better  and  more  nutritious  crops. 

The  President  has  proposed  a new  Food  for  Freedom 
program  which  will  be  closely  integrated  with  our 
economic  assistance  efforts.  The  new  legislation  will 
increase  food  aid  shipments  while  the  recipient  coun- 
tries expand  their  output.  Part  of  the  local  currency 
generated  under  food  sales  will  be  reinvested  in  agri- 
cultural development  and  food  processing  industries. 
The  food  supplied  in  many  cases  will  be  used  as  wages 
in  rural  development  programs  to  promote  self-help. 

In  determining  our  assistance,  we  will  take  par- 
ticular note  of  each  country’s  efforts  to  develop  Its 
own  food  capabilities.  If  required,  we  are  prepared  to 
do  still  more  as  less  developed  countries  intensify  their 
efforts  to  help  themselves.  We  would  welcome  an 
increase  in  the  contribution  of  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  Eastern  European  states  to  this  task. 

How  Should  We  Organize  an  Increased  Effort? 

In  the  case  of  food  aid,  the  problem  is  relatively 
simple.  More  will  be  required  in  the  years  to  come. 

Here  is  how  we  might  provide  it,  supplementing 
national  programs  with  collective  action: 

First — The  World  Food  Program  has  the  capacity  to 
do  an  increasing  share  of  the  job.  For  lack  of  sufficient 
matching  funds,  the  U.S.  pledge  of  130  million  for 
1966-68  may  not  be  fully  used.  Pledges  from  other 
FAO  members  are  still  some  $60  million  short.  We 
hope  this  need  will  be  met.  We  would  be  prepared  to 
increase  substantially  our  contribution  to  the  World 
Food  Program  to  match  pledges  by  others. 

Second — The  United  States  is  prepared  to  agree  with 
other  producer  nations  on  the  creation  of  a World  Food 
Reserve  held  available  for  emergency  use. 

Third — Stabilization  of  population:  We  standy  ready 
to  assist  countries  which  ask  for  our  help  in  efforts  to 
assure  that  children  brought  into  the  world  are  wanted. 

Many  people  are  not  yet  aware  that  the  looming 
world  famine  will  threaten  their  individual  peace  and 
well-being,  and  that  the  tragedy  of  famine  must  be 
averted  in  the  interest  of  peace  and  humanity. 

I am  confident  that,  when  they  become  familiar  with 
the  facts,  the  people  of  my  country  will  respond 
affirmatively — as  they  have  done  time  and  again  dur- 
ing the  last  20  years  and  more.

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Army  EM  Promotions 
Reach  All-Time  High 

Army’s  monthly  enlisted  promotion 
quota  reached  an  all-time  high  with 
August’s  108,793  representing  the 
largest  such  authorization  under  the 
current  quota  system. 

The  second  highest  authorization 
was  announced  for  last  May  when  the 
figure  also  topped  100,000.  It  has 
held  consistently  high  during  the 
Army  build-up. 

This  means  that  about  one  of  each 
10  men  and  women  on  active  Army 
duty  is  authorized  a promotion  during 
the  month.  This  does  not  include 
privates  E-l  and  E-2,  who  are  pro- 
moted under  another  system. 

Advancement  from  private  first 
class  (E-3)  to  specialist  four  or  cor- 
poral (E-4)  is  authorized  for  79,693. 
Next  largest  figure  is  22,657  for  E-5 
promotion. 

In  the  higher  enlisted  grades  the 
authorization  is  for  3,904  to  E-6; 
1,971  to  E-7;  451  to  E-8;  and  117 
to  E-9. 

Navy  Commissions  Two 
Ships,  Launches  Another 

The  Navy  has  sent  to  sea  two  new 
vessels  specializing  in  close,  in-shore 
operations. 

Commissioned  Aug.  6 at  Tacoma, 
Wash.,  was  the  patrol  motor  gunboat 
Asheville,  165  feet  long  and  armed 
with  a 3 inch  gun,  one  40  mm  and  two 
50  caliber  machine  guns. 

Meanwhile,  at  Philadelphia,  another 
commissioning  ceremony  Aug.  6,  sent 
to  the  fleet  the  amphibious  Assault 
Ship  Tripoli  which  is  designed  to  em- 
bark, transport  and  land  troops  and 
their  equipment  via  helicopters. 

A third  naval  ceremony — a launch- 
ing— took  place  the  same  day  at 
Pascagoula,  Miss.,  where  the  am- 
phibious transport  dock  Dubuque  went 
down  the  ways.  This  vessel  is  de- 
signed to  carry  both  combat  troops 
and  their  equipment  and  to  operate 
transport  helicopters  and  landing 
craft.

The  claims  have  been  filed  with 
the  Federation  Aeronautique  Interna- 
tionale under  a new  category  for  land- 
based  turboprop  aircraft  weighing  be- 
tween 13,227  and  17,636  pounds. 

Records  claimed  include:  straight 
line  distance;  100  kilometer  closed 
circuit  course;  time  to  climb  to  3,000 
meters;  time  to  climb  to  6,000  meters, 
and  sustained  altitude  in  horizontal 
flight. 

Lt.  Gen.  McNickle  Named 
To  Defense  Research  Post 

Air  Force  Lt.  Gen.  Marvin  L.  Mc- 
Nickle has  been  appointed  Deputy  of 
Defense  Research  and  Engineering 
for  Administration,  Evaluation  and 
Management.

Marine  Corps  Commandant

This  visit  — an  11-day  tour  of

Central  Assignment  System 
Set  Up  for  Senior  Navy  EM 

A centralized  system  is  being  used 
by  the  Navy  to  assign  master  and 
senior  chief  petty  officers. 

The  selection  procedure,  similar  to 
that  used  for  assignment  of  officers, 
insures  that  master  and  senior  CPOs 
fill  only  authorized  billets. 

Officials  said  the  centralized  sys- 
tem is  part  of  the  Navy’s  continuing 
effort  to  provide  an  equitable  assign- 
ment rotation  for  its  top  two  enlisted 
pay  grades. 

AF  Unit  Installing 
Time-Sharing  Computer 

Installation  of  initial  components 
of  a GE-647  computer  at  Rome  Air 
Development  Center’s  Computer  Sci- 
ences Center  marks  the  beginning  of 
the  largest  time-sharing  computer 
complex  in  the  Air  Force  inventory. 

The  computer  is  among  the  first  de- 
signed specifically  for  time-sharing 
operations — a technique  which  allows 
many  people  to  make  simultaneous 
use  of  a computer’s  full  power. 

In  September,  officials  of  RADC 
will  meet  with  representatives  of 
New  York  universities  and  colleges 
to  work  out  details  of  a cooperative 
program  which  will  enable  colleges 
within  125  miles  of  RADC  to  simul- 
taneously address  the  new  computer 
in  their  efforts  to  explore  new  com- 
puter uses. 
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
